UNITED FOR PROFIT 


THE ESTABLISHMENT OF CO-OPERA- 
TIVE PORK PACKING HOUSES. 


General Dairying and Hog Growing Should 
Ge Together, as Neither Will Reach 
Its Highest Paying Condition Without 
the Other—Practical Results of These 
Co-operative Movements Demonstrated 


—Importance of Good Management. 


Everyone is familiar with the 
history of the wonderful development 
of the export bacon trade in Canada 
during the past ten or twelve years. 
In 1890 our export of bacon, lard, 
hams, pork, &c., amounted to less 
than 8,000,000 Ibs.; in 1900 it had 


risen to about 136,000,000 Ibs. The 
Province of Ontario has been the 
chief exporter, but the time has 


|cOine when we may expect to see a 
change in this respect, Much of 
| Quebec, New Brunswick, Nova Scotia 
and Prince Edward Island is admir- 
ably adapted to dairying, a branch 
}of farming which is rapidly extend- 
ing from Montreal eastward, as well 
us in Ontario. The dairy districts 
produce the class of hog, from which 
the finest Wiltshire bacon is made, 
and in these districts hogs are put 
}on the market at as low a cost per 
}/pound as in any section of Canada. 
General dairying and hog growing 
should go together, as neither will 
reach its highest paying condition 
Without the other. The Eastern and 
Northern sections of Ontario pro- 
duce a better class of hog than the 
{corn belt of Western Ontario, or in 
jother words, the section of Ontario 
which more nearly resembles Quebed 
jund the Maritime Provinces in clim- 
ate and grain products, produces the 
jbest class of bacon. In some re 
|Spects these provinces are better 
suited than Ontario for the develop- 
jment of this industry. Land is gen- 
erally cheaper, pasturage surer, and 
roots and other crops easily raised. 
Two conditions are necessary in or- | 
der to develop this industry in Que 
bec and the Eastern Provinces,  es- 
pecially the latter,—an abundance of 
coarse grains, which by attention to 
}agriculture can be profitably produc- 
ed, and the establishment of packing 
companies, (or the extension of 
|those already established), which 
| will fully meet the requirements of 
the best markets, both at home and 
| abroad, 
During the past year or two, I 
have had frequent requests from | 
|other provinces for information re | 
| garding the establishment of co-op- 
erative packing factories, such as 
have recently been put up at several 
points in Ontario. The practical re 
sults of these co-operative move 
ments has been demonstrated by the 
Danish farmers, who are becoming 
| more and more interested in improv- 
} ing the quality and shape of the pig, 
as through this medium alone they 
have succeeded in placing their bacon 
| and pork in a foremost position, 
| both for quality and shapliness of 
| side, on the London market, while | 
| the fact of these co-operative factor- 
| ies Veing established all over Den- | 
| mark, shows to what a success they 
have been brought. 

There are several points however | 
| that should always be observed, in 
connection with the establishment of | 
these pork packing industries on the 
coqperative plan. In the first place, 
they should be installed as nearly as( 
possible along the Danish lines, with 
only farmers as stockholders, and 
each one allowed to hold only a lim- 
ited amount of stock. No speculat- | 
ors should be permitted to invest in | 
the company. In the next place, it 
is absolutely necessary that the in- 
dividual subscriber shall have faith | 
in his own company. ‘The practice of | 
| farmers subscribing stock in these 
|} movements and then selling — their 
| hogs to the highest bidder, often to | 
} firms competing against their own 
| company, is all wrong, and entirely | 
| different from the ‘‘modus operandi” 
}in Denmark. ‘The success of Cana- 
| dian co-operative factories is abso- | 
lutely regulated and controlled by 
the loyalty of the farmer, who has, | 
us yet, scarcely realized the import- | 
unce of operating along truly co- | 
operative lines. Still another neces- 
} sary feature is that all proxies | 
| should be concentrated in the hands 
| of a council of not more than seven, 
| preferably five of the very best men 
}umong them, practical business men, 
who ae not likely to be led away by 
| fads, cr driven from wise business 
principies by factious opposition, | 

It is of the first importance that | 
behind the business management of 
the coacern there shall be a} 
| thoroughly practical and experienced 
curer, who will send forward only 
uniform goods of the highest quality, 
that will when tested on the British | 
market, grade with the best Irish 
}and Dauish bacon. To turn out this | 
}cluss of goods” particular attention 
| must be given to the sort of pig 
| grown, and the method of feeding the 
sume. ‘To produce the highest grade

ish products. A good deal of money | 
has been lost during the past yeur on | 
hogs, the English market not justi- | 
fying prices paid in Canada, For in- 
glances, We have had pigs for a whole 
year ranging in price from $6.50 to

A co-operative packing factory 
should not be started until a capital 
of at least $250,000 has been sub- 
scribed, which will be sufficient to 
ensure a killing capacity of two to 
three thousand per week. Small 
plants are objectionable because the 
refrigerating system costs very little 
less, and the management and ex- 
penses are the saine, minimum pro- 
duction always being the most ex- 


pensive. Such a factory cannot be 
put up for less than $100,000 to 
$125,000. Farmers holding stock in 


such a company should deliver their 
hogs at the factory, take an advance 


of sixty or eighty per cent, have 
them slaughtered, cured, branded 
with the name of the factory, sent 


forward and realized on throvgh the 
medium of a first class English 
agency, 

Eastern Canada has for some time 
shown a good deal of interest in the 
subject of co-operative packing 
houses, but so far as I am aware, 
Manitoba, the Northwest Territories 
and British Columbia have not given 
ic much consideration. Possibly the 
information above given may prove 
of value to the people of the West as 
well as the East. Any community 
interested in the co-operative system 
outlined above should send a repre- 
sentative committee to visit and 
carefully inspect the operations of a 
working factory, such as the Farm- 
ers’ Co-operative Packing Co., Lim- 
ited, of Brantford, Ont. They will 
Mr. Jos, Stratford both able 
and willing to give the fullest in- 
formation in regard to the co-opera- 
tive movement in all its phases.—F.

Dazzling, Blasing Blossoms That 
Greeted the California Ploneers, 
Far out at sea gleaming sheets of 

dazzling gold arrested the gaze of the 

early explorers of California. Blazing 
along the Pacific coast, embroidering 
the green foothills of the snow capped 

Sierra Madres, transforming acres and 

acres of treeless plains into royal cloth 

of gold, millions of flowers of silky tex- 
ture and color of gold fascinated the 

Spanish discoverers. An eminent bot- 

anist, Eschscholtz, at once classified 

the plant, and his followers conferred 
his name upon this the only native 

American papaver. 

Dreamlike in beauty, fascinating from 
sheer loveliness, spreading In soft un- 
dulations over the land, the California 
poppy bloomed above the richest views 
and arteries of gold the world has ever 
known, all unsuspected. A Circe, with 
powers to please, dazzle and charm by 
Its enchantments, while it allures, lulls 
and mystifies, this flower of sleep seem- 
ed to draw by some occult process from 
the earth the elixir of gold, unfolding 
Its blooms of gold as beacons proclaim. 
Ing, “We are blooming above rich mines 
of gold.” 

There is ever a mystery about the 
poppy. It is a weird flower. It is al- 
most sentient, with a life unknown to 
human kind. “While glory guards with 
solemn tread the bivouac of the dead” 
stealthily a sea of gore creeps over the 
old battlefields. Blood red, the poppies 
in waves and billows bold bigh carni- 
val above the soil that covers the slain, 
Lord Macaulay says of the battlefield 
of Neerwinden: “The summer after the 
battle the soil, fertilized by 20,000 dead, 
broke forth into milllons of blood red 
poppies. The traveler from St. Trond 
to Tirlemont who saw that vast fleld 
of rich scarlet stretching from Larden 
to Neerwinden could hardly help far- 
cying that the figurative description of 
the Hebrew prophet was literally ac- 
complished; that “the earth was dis- 
closing her blood and refusing to cover 
her slain.” Bayard Taylor in “The 
Lands of the Saracen” says he contem. 
plated with feelings he conld not de 
scribe “the old battleflelds of Syria, 
densely covered with blood red pop- 
pies, blooming In barbaric splendor, 
gloating on the gore of soldiers slain.” 

However interesting the poppy may 
be to men of science and to lovers of 
the beautiful, it is yet more so to the 
people of California. This beautiful, 
weird, gold colored flower of gossamer 
texture belongs to California alone, 
Nowhere else in the world bas it ever 
made its babitat. There iz is naturally 
so profuse that it is related as a fact 
that, coming on a turn full face upon 
a blooming field of yellow poppies, daz- 
zling in the sunshine, horses bave been 
put to flight as from flames of fire.

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OUR FROG FARMERS, 


The Indusiry Is Assuming Large Preper- 
tiens Neur l’eterbore, 


Frog farming us an industry is as- 
suming large proportions in many 
parts of Canada. Not only are large 
shipments of frogs’ legs made from 
this country to the United States, 
but there is a growing demand for 
the luxury in many of the large 
centres of the Dominion. 

Sonie of the most. successful frog 
farms are on the Otonabee River, in 
the County of Peterboro. Last year 
they are said to have produced 5,- 
000° pounds of dressed frogs’ legs 
and 7,000 living frogs for scientitic 
purposes and for stocking other wa- 
ters. 

The Deputy Commissioner of Fish- 
eries repor's that in the past year 
a number of applications were made 
to the Government for leases of 
lands suitable for this industry. No 
licenses were, however, granted, as 
it was found that the territory con- 
cerned was already being farmed by 
a number of people. 

It is safe to assume that in the 
very near future much land now idle 
will be stocked with frogs. All that 


is necessary for this purpose is to 
place «a few paired breeders in the 
water. Natural food is almost al- 


Ways present in sufficient amount for 
successful growth. ' 

The species considered there te be 
most profitable, on account of its 
size, is the Eastern bullfrog, Rana 
catesbiana, which reaches a length of 
more than eight inches. It begins to 
breed ut the end of three years, is 
very productive, and reaches a mar- 
ketable size in four or five years. 

Only the hind legs are marketed, 
and they average half a pound a 
pair in weight. They are worth 50 
cents a pound, at times, to the pro- 
ducer, anet American dealers take as 
many as Canada can supply.

GROUND FEED—Oat chop, per 
ton, $29; barley chop, $24; mixed 
barley and oats, $27; oatmeal feed, 
$15.50; ofl cake, $30. 


MILLFEED—Bran, in bulk, is now 
worth $16 per ton, and shorts $19. 


OATS—There has been a better de- 
mand for oats this week and prices 
are firm as follows: No. 2 white oats 
Fort William, 42%c bushel; No. 1. 
white, in car lots on track, Winni- 
peg, per bushel, 45c; No. 2 white, 
41 to 42c; feed grades, 88 to 389c ; 
seed oats, 50. At country points 
farmers are getting 29c to 3lc for 
No. 2 white oats. 


BARLEY—Movement is very light. 
|We quote 46 to 48c for seed grades, 
and 42 to 45c for feed, in carlots, on 
track, Winnipeg.
